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Daily budget 
under attack 



Drastic cuts in the Daily budget 
will be proposed to Students' 
Council for the second time at 
tonight's meeting. The question of 
the Daily budget will be the first 
item on the Council meeting 
agenda and is expected to cause 
controversy. 

Council members will be consid- 
ering two separate proposals: one 
made by, dentistry representative 
Peter Currie and another made by 
engineering representative Don 
Schreiber. 

Currie's proposal calls for the 
reduction of the Daily's excess 
expenditures over •revenue by 
over $18.000. At last week's 
meeting he said this could be done 
by cutting "unnecessary frills" 
from the Daily budget, frills which 
he says will not affect the running 
of the Daily. 

Schrciber's proposal calls for the 
end to a daily paper at McGill. He 
said at last week's meeting that 
"engineers were tired of seeing 
their money being wasted on a 
daily paper which docs not 
represent them." 

Currie insists that his proposal 
is based entirely on economic 
grounds. He believes that many 
items in the Daily budget can be 
harmlessly cut out. These items 
include The Review— the weekly 
supplement to the Daily, all 
long-distance phone call allow- 
ances, all subscription allowances 
for publications used by the Daily, 
all meal allowances, and trans- 



portation allowances for report- 
ers. 

Schreiber admits that his 
proposals are made on more than 
economic grounds. Schreiber, who 
is also finance chairman on 
Council, claimed at last week's 
Council meeting that "the Daily 
does not represent the average 
student". 

Several Council members com- 
plained during last week's Council 
meeting that the Daily failed to 
represent the student body. It 
should be noted that of the 16 
Council members, 11 were ac- 
claimed and 5 were elected by less 
than 10% of their respective 
faculties. Among those acclaimed 
are the major attackers of the 
Daily budget— Schreiber and Cur- 
rie. 

The majority of Council mem- 
bers appear to be against the 
proposals made by Schreiber. 
PGSS representative -Andrew 
Fcnus said at last week's meeting 
that ' "engineers will never be 
satisfied until the Daily becomes 
the Plumbers' Jot and the 
Plumbers' Pot the Daily." 

External Vice-President Earle 
Taylor said over the weekend that 
he was • "definitely against 
Schrciber's proposal." Taylor also 
said "this year's Daily is the best 
Tve seen since I've been at 
McGill." 

Currie's proposal, then, seems 
to be the main motion that will be 
debated tonight.

Day care hearing 
suspended

The Judicial Committee hearing 
on day care was suspended 
yesterday morning, on the 
grounds that the petitioners had 
not proven that the McGill Day 
Care Cooperative (MDCC) is an 
incorporated body. Hearings are 
to resume when the petitioners 
can prove that the MDCC has been 
an incorporated body by the 
Minister of Financial Institutions. 

The Judicial Committee was 
petitioned by arts and science 
representative Will Hoffman, af- 
ter Students' Society President 
Paul Drager announced that he 
intended to reverse the resolution 



taken in an open meeting held last 
spring on day care. This resolution 
allowed students to vote one dollar 
of their $24 Students' Society fees 
to the MDCC, if they so desired. 
Students were to vote on the issue 
at registration. 

During yesterday's hearing, 
members of the Judicial Com- 
mittee said that they felt the 
hearing was being held to discuss a 
body which had not yet been 
approved by the government. 
Council for the petitioners, Gerry 
Kandestin and Carl Ravinsky, 
argued that approval for the 
MDCC had been granted by the 
Minister of Financial Institutions, 
but the letters patent had been 



sent on to the Minister of Social 
•Affairs for final proof and 
comment. 

Counsel for Drager, Chris 
Hoffmann and Alan Hilton, argued 
that since the letters were not in 
the hands of the petitioners, the 
MDCC was not incorporated. 
Therefore, they said, the whole 
petition against Drager should be 
dismissed. . 

The Judicial Committee decided 
to stay (or suspend) the hearing 
until the petitioners could give 
proof of incorporation. If this proof 
arrives, the date of incorporation 
will have to be listed as before 
October 31, (today) the day set for 
the Students' Council meeting. 



Tonight at Council

Budgets, by-laws, constitutions 
and day care are the main issues to 
be dealt with at tonight's Council 
meeting. 

Along with the Daily budget, 
tabled at last week's meeting, 
Council will consider the budgets 
of Black Students' Society,. Radio 
McGill, Red and White Revue. 
Stamp Club, Savoy Society, and 
University Affairs. Radio McGill is 
presently being investigated by a 
committee of Council, after being 
closed down for eleven days 
earlier this term. Its budget 
projects a $7,598 excess expend- 



iture over revenue. 

Red and White Revue and 
Savoy Society both predict rev- 
enues from performances that will 
exceed expenditures. The Stamp 
Club is asking for $180 to cover 
their expenses which include 
postage. 

Other business left over from 
last week's meeting includes the 
passing of. the By-laws of the 
incorporation of the Students' 
Society. The by-laws were submit- 
ted to the provincial government 
three weeks ago without being 
approved by Council. 

New business for the meeting 
includes the passing of the

constitutions of newly formed 
campus groups including the 
Inter-Fraternity Council and In- 
teraction McGill, a drug aid 
organization. A motion will be 
presented to rescind the day care 
resolution passed last March 15 
allowing students to allocate $1 
out of their $24 Students* Society 
fees to the McGill Day Care 
Co-operative. The MDCC has 
already incurred large debts in 
planning for their operations this 
year. The centre has not opened 
because of the refusal of the 
Executive to forward the funds 
allocated by students at registr- 
ation.

THE REVIEW includes 
material in its weekly issues that 
THE DAILY, which must 
necessarily give first priority to 
covering the news, is prevented 
from publishing, due to the 
resulting restrictions on space. 

We have a lot of ideas for this 
year — ideas for issues that we 
hope will inform as well as 
entertain. If Students' Council 
votes tonight to suspend 
publication of THE REVIEW, 
they will be depriving McGill 
students of a unique outlet for 
their creative energies. And that 
would be irresponsible. They will 
also be killing a publication that 
is making a genuine effort to 
provide students with some 
exciting reading. 

And that would be more than 
a pity, it would be a tragedy.

It seems to us that Students' 
Council is once again pushing its 
authority in, an unjustifiable 
manner, this time concerning the 
budget of the. McGill Daily. 
Perhaps, some of the paper's 
expenditures are "frills", but. there 
is a difference between trimming a 
budget and slashing it. As far as 
the quality of journalism in the 
Daily is concerned, we do not think 
it is beyond criticism, but it is far 
better than the proposed budget 
cuts. imply it is. Budget cuts also 
seem to us to be a simplistic and 
ineffective way to handle any such 
problems, if they exist. A more 
correct method of improving the 
Daily— if that is indeed Council's 
motive, which we suspect it is 
not— is to look into the general 
mode of its operation (selection of 
staff, how editorial policy is 
established, procedures used to 
ensure that all sides of any given 
issue are covered, records kept of 
finances, etc) and to ensure that 
such things arc regularized in a 
way not biased towards any 
particular faction or group (poss- 
ibly by means of a Daily 
constitution). 
As far as "representativeness" 



goes, it seems to us, given election 
turnouts, that Students' Council is 
not exactly in a position to criticize 
the representational base of any 
group. Finally, regarding Don 
Schreiber's comments, we have 
two reservations: 1) How was it 
determined that the Plumbers' Pot 
is more widely read ' than the 
Daily? (We assume this is what 
was meant by "popular and 
representative") and 2) Is popu- 
larity necessarily the same thing 
as representativeness or does 
provide an adequate judj 
a paper's value in any c 

We suggest that Council recon- 
sider this entire issue in a more 
constructive way.

Your article "Daily budget tab- 
led amid heated debate"' which 
appeared in the Daily of October 
26, misquoted me as saying that 
"Tho Daily should draw up a new 
and more reasonable budget that 



docs not exceed $17,000". This was 
not part of my motion but rather a 
statement made, by Engineering 
representative Don Schreiber as 
part of his subamendmcnt. I am 
further misquoted in this article, 
"Currie proposed deleting all 
phone, meal, taxi, and mailing 
allowances from the budget,...", 
my motion actually called for del- 
eting the increase in mailing al- 
. lowance, cutting the taxi allowan- 
ce in half, and deleting the. long 
distance telephone allowance. 

I am also misquoted, as "d est rib- , 
ing the $35,000 budget drawn up 
by the Daily for the academic year 
1973-74 as full of frills". The 
budget so described was not for 
$35.000 but rather $95,737.17. 
What I proposed was the reduc- 
tion of excess expenditures over 
revenues of $35,587 by $18,010. 
This reduction would come from 
the elimination of frills and The 
Review (which should be regarded 
as an alumni publication). This 
would not affect the number of 
Dailies published nor advertising 
revenue and although the cost per 
page of former Review issues 
would rise, overall printing costs 
would not. 

I humbly write this letter to 
correct and not to attack the 
quality of the Daily, for as the 
article itself points out, "In answer 
to attacks on . the quality of the 
writing in the Daily, graduate 
representative Linda Feldman 
pointed.out that many of the Daily 
staff have worked on professional, 
news media".

The Great Depression and the 
"good old days". 

To the editor: 

Today's generation can't possib- 
ly conceive what hardships we 
who survived the Dirty Thirties 
(and the wartime forties) had to 
• cope with. I was only a kid then, 
and kids have a knack for painful 
memories. The "Great Depres- 
sion" of the Thirties differed from 
the one now coming upon us in 
that there was plenty of food to be 
had for those with the money, but 
work and money were difficult to' 
come by. Today's greater depres- 
sion will be caused by the 
same capitalism, but aggravated 
by massive government misman- 
agement of the economy (no 
political party now in existence in 
Canada or the US A. is capable of 
handling the situation due to a 
conflict of interests). It will feature 
a surfeit of money chasing after 
fewer and fewer goods, in other 
words, more unearned purchasing 
power extant than actual produc- 
ers. Prices will continue to escal- 
ate, Beryl Plumpudding and other 
phony governmental public relat- 
ions snowjobs notwithstanding. 

What I recall of the Depression 
Thirties is not so much of hunger, 
albeit we did .get sent to bed 
without dinner occasionally, but 
the fears of my parents. My father 
was a tailor and up to "Black 
October" inl929hehclda good job. 
We had just moved into a newly 
built apartment in the Montreal 
suburb of Outremont on a street 
now turned into a 'shambles by 
traffic and commercialism. When 
my father lost his job and his 
savings in the stockmarket crash, 
he took me to a nearby park, sat on 
a bench and cried. My. mother was ' 
then pregnant, and she panicked. 
We moved from the apartment 
secretly, owing rent, to what is 
now the Greek "ghetto" part of 



Montreal. 

My dad set up a small business 
there, but it foundered, and he was 
forced to rent out the front room to 
a bookmaker. Police raids put an 
end to that venture. At one point 
we had a fire. A small one, set 
deliberately; and the insurance 
money for. the damaged furniture 
paid our rent and got food for 
awhile. 

We moved about frequently, 
usually owing back rent, into other 
roach and rat-infested dwellings. 
My parents were always ducking 
bailiffs, piling furniture against the 
doors to keep them out. We got 
nothing from the so-called "wel- 
fare" agencies, except excuses. My 
mother developed arthritis. To this 
day I vividly recall an incident 
when the power company sent its 
man to shut off our electricity: my • 
mother let out such a piercing 
scream that the serviceman drop- 
ped his equipment and ran out. He 
didn't come back. 

The Second World War brought 
an end to the Depression and my 
dad got work making uniforms. My 
mother, her tendency to panic well 
developed during the thirties, took 
to worrying about the war and 
what would become of her child- 
ren. She committed suicide in 1943. 
My father, perhaps from years of 
working in sweatshop conditions, 
went blind six years later. 

The foregoing is one reason I 
avoid .those flicks glorifying the 
Thirties as "the good old days". 
They were good for the, few who 
had money. For the rest of us, they 
are best forgotten save as a 
warning to those now living, whose 
principal concept of an economic 
depression is not having enough 
dough for extra cars, motorcycles, 
snowmobiles, cigarettes and bo- 
oze. You kids haven't seen hard, 
times, (yet).

Comment : The facts behind the Daily budget 



You get more for less 



Students' Council thinks that 
the Daily costs too much. In a 
move to "economize", x they are 
considering a proposal to discon- 
tinue publication of The Review, 
the weekly cultural and political 
supplement to the McGill Daily. 
_In fact, cutting The Review 
would actually raise the total cost 
of publication for the Daily by 
more than $2,100, according to 
calculations made by David Weil 
er, the Daily's business manager 
The major points he brought out 
were: 

1. The cost of each page of 
printing the Daily is not fixed; 
rather, it is based on a sliding scale 



that varies with the total number 
of pages in a given issue. For 
example, a page in an eight page 
Daily is actually cheaper than a 
page in a four page Daily. (A four 
page Daily costs $302.20 to print; 
an eight page Daily costs $358.05 
to print— a difference in total cost 
of only $55.85 for the four 
additional pages.) In other words, 
tho marginal cost of each addition- 
\1 page declines. 

2. The proposal to kill The 
Review fails to take into account 
the resulting loss- of advertising 
revenue that a cut in total pages 
would entail. 

An eight page paper, costing 



only $55.85 more than a four page 
paper to print, brings in twice the 
$375 (approximately) in ad rev- 
enue for a four page paper. 

3. Students' Council regards the 
cost of publishing the Daily as 
pure expenditure. In fact, much of 
the cost of publication returns to 
the Students' Society as revenue 
to Ihe Daily's typesetters — 
Students' Society Typesetting— 



which is a society enterprise. The 
money is simply a transfer 
payment from the Daily account to 
the typesetters, and remains 
within the Students' Society. A 
cut in Daily pages will be made up 
either by higher prices for 
typesetting (which must be met by 
the Students' Society) or result in 
a loss for the typesetting operation 
(and therefore a loss to the* 



Students' Society). 

It should be clear from the 
above information that the pro- 
posal to eliminate The Review is 
based on misinformation. Quite 
simply, it is totally false to claim 
that cutting The Review or any 
other Daily pages will save money, 
and in fact will raise the cost of 
publication by at least $2,000 over 
the course of the year.

Literary magazine 
underway

A literary magazine, produced 
by both students and faculty, is 
getting underway at McGill. It will 
be a bound edition, about 80 pages 
in length, published twice a year. 
The objective of the magazine, 
says general editor Laura MacLel- 
lan, is to provide a forum for work 
which, because it is not of a 
general interest in nature, would 
otherwise not be published or 
circulated at the university. 

The staff received a federal 
grant of $1,000, and $400 from the 
ASUS. Another $1,000 is expected 
so that costs are "well taken care 
of." Instead, the main problem is 
the small number of contributions. 
Laura MacLellan attributes (his to 
two factors, lack of publicity, and 
the fear many writers have that 
their work would be inapprop- 
riate. v 

She hopes the first problem can 
be rectified simply by advertising. 
As to the second, she says the 
term "literary" may be somewhat 
misleading. The magazine would 
be open to any kind of writing, not 
only poetry, short stories, and 
drama, but also factual articles, 
reviews, criticism; in short, just 



about anything. The standard for 
acceptance is not form, style or 
subject matter, just quality. The 
magazine has received articles 
from professors of chemistry, a 
critical piece from the linguisti. - 
department, translations of un- 
published Hungarian and Slavic 
texts, and an article on psychology 
from a retired teacher at Fort 
George who has been transcribing 
the fantasies of Indian children. 

There is still no deadline on 
submissions. The staff decided 
they would rather wait for the 
most interesting material instead 
of 'publishing according to a 
schedule. Anyone who is interes- 
ted is advised to contribute soon, 
so that there will be more time to 
judge their work. Anything, 
however unconventional, is elig- 
ible, and if it is not published in the 
first issue, it may well appear in a 
subsequent one. 

As to when the magazine will be 
coming out, Laura MacLellan said 
that they would fix a date only 
after enough material had been 
received. "We have no deadline as 
yet," she said, "We're just sitting 
it out to sec how the wind is 
blowing."

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Trainer keeping 
Redmen running

Probably the most important 
piece of equipment the Rcdmen's 
trainer John Roberts has is a roll 
of tape. 

"The trainer's job is the care and 
prevention of athletic injuries and 
tape holds athletes together," 
Roberts said. "Preventive taping 
techniques are used to protect 
especially vulnerable areas, such 
as ankles, from injury." 

"Tape can • hurt if . not done 
properly, but it can help. We have 
never had a sprained ankle by 
"anyone who has their ankles taped 
by our method, but without the 
tape we've had some." 

Knees arc another problem 
area. Three players, Rick Flynn, 
Kevin Corbctt, and Scott Stewart 
have their knees taped before 
every practice as well as every 
game. "Flynn had a recent knee 
operation and something could go 
wrong without extra support. 
Corbett has been told that he has 
the knees of a 65 year old man, and 
Stewart is recovering from tr 
recent knee injury and it's touch 
and go as to whether he'll need an 
operation. Knees are the hardest 
area to treat since so much can go 
wrong. A knee cannot stand up by 
itself — it needs strong supporting 
muscles." 

When injuries occur, according 
to Roberts, the first step is to 
surround the injured area with ice, 
however, there is much controv- 
ersy among trainers over what to 
do next. Some prefer to use only 
hot treatments, while others 
prefer cold all the way. Roberts, 
however, uses a combination of 
both. "I use heat before they go 
out and ice after they come in. 
We've had good results that way." 

The Redmen's training room 
does not have the most up to date 
equipment, but for any serious 
injuries they can use the Alouettes* 
diathermy and ultrasonic mach- 
ines. "I keep in close touch with 
the Alouettes trainer Dan Diebart 
to learn any new methods and we 
can use their facilities when we 
need them." McGill docs have its 
own whirlpool, which is used for x 
injuries such as shoulder separa- 
tions, pulled hamstrings, and 
charleyhorses, and a hydrocolator, 
which produces a deep moist heat. 
"We don't want any calcium 
deposits forming," Roberts ex- 
plained. "We try to heal all scar 
tissue completely." 

Roberts gives much credit to his 
assistants Paul Enros, Richard 
Lui, Peter Baker, and Joe Emrich. 
During the summer they learned 
all the taping techniques and 
Roberts said, "I wouldn't feel 
ashamed to put any of them on the 
spot. They all come highly 
recommended from their facul- 
ties, and I have no reason to 
believe that they're not doing a 
good job. It would be hard for me 
to get my job done without them, 
especially when there are a lot of 
knee problems." 

Roberts has been with the

Redmen for two years. Previously 
he was coach and trainer at 
Chomedey High School, where 
he still teaches technical drawing. 
"Training facilities in high school 
arc extremely inadequate. Some 
high schools don't even have 
stretchers. Someday someone is 
going to get killed, then there'll be 



a revolution in training. I even 
have high school kids coming here 
for more training." 

Roberts emphasizes that there 
are many factors involved in 
keeping athletes healthy. "Condi- 
tioning, taping and mental and 
social attitudes all play an 
important part."

if I would play. I told them that I'd 
never held a stick before and that I 
didn't know a thing about the 
game, but that I could try. I went 
into the nets then, and when I 
came to McGill last year, I tried 
out and made the intermediate 
team. That was really where I 
learned to play goalie. My coach, 
Miss Fiske, worked hard with me 
and taught me the skills and the 
plays and — well, she taught me 
how to play." 

Besides gaining experience last 
year with the intermediate team, 
Eloise attended a field hockey 
camp for three weeks this 
summer, and there she was able to 
polish her skills and prepare for 
the ardours of this season — which 
ended Saturday in wins of 4-0 over 
Bishop's, 1-0 over Vanier, and 1-0 
over Mac-Jac. In spite of the 
confidence that Eloise had in 
herself and in the other members 
of the team, she admitted that jhe 
never played a game without 
feeling nervous. 

"As goalie, I have the best 
position on the field for seeing 
what's going on, and because of it, 
I am responsible for helping the 
other players. I talk to the backs, 
giving them playing hints and 
words of encouragement when 
they need it. So I am never bored 
during a game, but yes, I do get 
nervous. A game is nerve-wrack- 
ing. I watch the rest of the team • 
playing, working together, scoring 
goals — then all of a sudden the 
ball comes back down to our goal, 
and it's my turn to play." 

Unlike the offensive players 
who have each other to rely on for 
getting their job done, the goalie 
stands alone and must depend on 
her own skills and quick reactions. 
Eloise stressed the mentally 
trying aspect of goalkeeping: "For 
the other players I think a game is 
mostly physically hard; for me I 
feel that it is mostly mentally 
hard." This, she explained, is why 
she enjoys playing goal. "It is 
challenging to use the right skills 
at the right time; field hockey is 
actually a very strategic game, 
and it makes me think." 

When asked bluntly why the 
team was so successful this year, 
Eloise ignored her own individual 
contribution and answered spon- 
taneously with warm enthusiasm, 
"Super team cfforL Everyone 
gave her hardest and kept playing 
and fighting and wanting to win — 
for Miss Fiske, our coach, and for 
each other."
